war

it will have an Immense influence up­

Does this not seem to indicate that 
the more a nation arms itself,

larger will be the coalition that se­ 
cretly arrays itself against that na­ 
tion? ¿lad Germany relied for great 
ness upon her pre-eminence in 
the 
arts of peace, could she have suffered 
any greater menace than the present 
one? 
Women will reap the grain fields 
of Europe this 
year. 
Women 
will 
nurse the wounded in a hundred field 
hospitals. But women’s greatest ser­ 
vice in relation to war will be even 
tually

stop 
it. 
When 
woman 
comes into her own, the type of state­ 
craft that is based on force will go 
out. Gun toting has little relation to 
safety and justice, either in a nation | 
or an individual.

A Necktie For Fish Bait.
